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N-Rays from Plants. 


(From Harper’s Weekly.) 
Botanists have recently been investigat- 
ing the N-tays, aga we are told that they 
are emitted from ’plants, as well as from 
nerves and muscles, and that the fluores- 
cent screen will glow when brought near 


the roots, where the effect is more pro- 
nounced than in the case of the flower. 
N-rays are emitted from such plants as 
onions and mushrooms, so that they do 
not seem to depend upon the presénce of 
chlorophyll or green coloring matter, 
their intensity being apparently due to 
the activity and condition of the vege- 
table protoplasm. This was shown by the 
fact that the N-rays were produced from 
germinated seedlings, and not from those 
which had not germinated, while their 
emission was stopped entirely on using 
chloroform to suspend the vita) activity 
of the plant.

His ‘“‘Don 
Quixote’’—a more representative work 
than any he has yet achieved—has a 
depth and tenderness of comedy, a i€pe 
and enlightened humanity, a vigor and 
truth of characterization, which are noth- 
ing less than Shakespearean, And in those 
works of larger implication—in ‘‘Tod und 
Verklarung’ and ‘‘Zarathustra,’’ he has 
Sounded vast spaces, has uttered, with 
unexaapled conviction and impressive- 
ness, aspirations and imaginings of over- 
powering significace; ad he has touched, 
more than once, the margin of the sub- 
lime. As for his consummate technical 
equipment, his necromantic musicianship, 
nothing need here be sai; for this, at 
least, he has compelled unstinted recogni-

Charleston, W. Va., April 20.—The 
largest and stormiest democratic con- 
vention ever held in this state convened 
here today. Many democrats took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to yent their 
criticism upon others for their ommis- 
sions and commissions of the past.

The alter- 
nate, Colonel McCoy, of Tyler county, 
ieaped upon a chair !In the convention 
hall and responded ifn stentorian tones 
that Mr. Hayes was a lIfar. 

Senator Camden and the organizers 
were otherwise fiercely attacked -by 
“regulars,’’ but he had many warm sup- 
porters, many of whom were Bryan dem- 
ocrats, who came to his aid at the 
proper time. And yet, notwithstanding 
the stormy scenes, the convention wound 
up in harmony and amid enthusiasm. It 
seemed that after the delegates had an 
opportunit¥ to give vent to their penned- 
up opinions of each other, they were 
ready and Willing to forget and forgive.

This is the eternal opportunity and 
fair play of democracy, and it is the 
knowledge of the mutability and fair- 
mess of popular sovereignty that 
makes the defeated candidate and his 
supporters submit gracefully to the 
verdict at the polls and accord loyal 
support to the ticket resulting from 
that verdict. 

Therefore, casting all ante-primary 
differences aside, the democracy of 
state and county, in every subdivis- 
ion of the public service, will go to 
work with vim and spirit for the 
lucky nominees. Let there be no 
half-hearted support about it. 

This being presidential year, now, 
of all times, democrats should be har- 
monious and aggressive in opposing 
the party enemy. 

The Constitution is sure that the 
democracy of Georgia was never so 
united and little disposed to quibble 
over personal ymbitions and factional 
differences, 

And this is the spirit that insures 
victories at the polls. 


——— 
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Republican Protests. 


Cit is worthy of note that some of 
the most serious complaints and 
charges that are brought against the 
republican party are put forward by 
those who are themselves republi- 
cans, but who, for some reagon best 
known to themselves, are not in 
what might be called the republican 
swim. But they are familiar with the 
traditions of the party, and they feel 
that its doctrines and practices are 
not what they were in the days when 
such men as Lincoln were the lead- 
ers. They know in a very intimate 
way the workings of the machine, 
and they are painfully awafe that the 
party no longer stands for what is 
best and most hopeful in American 
life and politics. 

These republicans, when they have 
newspapers to speak for them, are 
called independent republicans, and 
when they are compelled to speak 
over their own names they are call- 
ed disgruntled republicans. From 
time to time The Constitution hag felt 
called on to twit them on the con- 
trast which they present when a 
campaign, with all the issues and 
questions common to such a proceed- 
ing is to be fought out to a con- 
clusion, for if their protests and com- 
plaints are to serve any good purpose 
whatever, or to be in the least ef- 
fective, they should vote as they talk 
in order to make their influence felt 
in a practical and definite way. 

We are led to these remarks by 
some of the charges that have been 
‘recently appearing in The Boston 
Herald from the pen of Mr. Henry 
Loomis Nelson, who knows in a very 
intimate way what the republicans 
are doing, how the party is managed, 
and on what it depends when the 
pinch of an election comes. Mr. 
Nelson seems to belong to that large 
class of republicans whose refine- 
ment and intelligence are of such a 
character as to shut them out from 
all the profits of the game of spoils 
that has been proceeding of late years 
on such a wide field and in such a 
wholesale way. 

It appears that Mr. Nelson and 
others of bis class had great hopes 
iof Mr. Roosevelt, but these have 
been grievously disappointed. It will 
be remembered that when Mr. Roose- 
velt was governor of New York, his 
independence was alarming to those 
solemn republicans who _ represent 
the tariff-fed trusts and monopolies 
of the land. So far from allowing 
himself to be bossed, he became the 
boss, and the independent way in 
which he managed affairs made such 
good men as Platt shiver in their 
boots. He was a reformer of strenu- 
dus habits, so much go that the 
machine men made haste to get rid 
of him by making him vice president, 
never dreaminy that he would one 
day occupy the white house as the 
result of a direful tragedy. 

It was thought he would give a 
good deal of trouble in that position, 
but as a matter of fact, we have 
never had a president who was more 
hopelessly subservient to the senate 
oligarchy that controls all legisla- 
tion; we never have had a president 
who was so willing to take lessons of 
this kind, or who was a more profi- 
cient pupil of the plutocratic league. 
It thus hapens that the last case of 
the republican party is worse than 
the first, and even the controllers of 
the senate machine are afraid that 
the president will improve on their 
methods and alarm the people by go- 
ing too fast and too far. Following 
the example of the senate, which or- 
iginated and passed the Dingley tar 
iff, contrary to the constitution, he 


has undertaken to legislate with con- 


fe ee 
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gress in session, and the house, which 
has been defied, is obliged to applaud 
him. 

Under these circumstances, it is 
time not only for the independent re- 
publicans to protest, but for all the 
people to consider whether they can 
afford to indorse a party which has 
shown itself so eager to flout Amer- 


‘ican traditions and to strike at Amer- 


ican institutions. 


An 
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Down on the Declaration. 

The Constitution referred briefly 
yesterday to the prediction so confi- 
dently made by Secretary of War 
Taft that when the time came for 
the Filipinos to choose between in- 
dependence and a colonial connection 
with the United States, the probabil- 
ity is that they will choose the lat- 
ter. Judge Taft declares that the 
views and opinions of the present 
generation of islanders are altogeth- 
er unimportant. Before they can be 
trusted to make a definite choice, 
before their views and opinions with 
respect to their future can have any 
weight, several generations must pass 
away; before they can be trusted to 
make a choice they must be trans- 
formed into a people capable of safe- 
ly maintaining an independent self- 
government. 

But who is to judge of their capa- 
bilities when they have been thus 
transformed? It is very’clear to Mr. 
RNoosevelt’s secretary of war that the 
whole matter should be left to that 
fine sense of discrimination that is 
supposed to reside in the party that 
is now governing the country in the 
special interests of the trusth and 
monopolies, and by leaders who have 
no respect for the law when it hap- 
pens to stand in the way of some of 
their schemes and projects~of party 
agzrandizement. 

It was natural that Secretary Taft, 
after making this announcement, 
which is almost directly contrary to 
the suggestions recently mady by his 
predecessor in the war department, 
should drift into an argument hostile 
to all the ideals and beliefs that are 
supposed to be treasured by the 
American people. He refers to the 
Declaration of Independence in a way 
that is becoming characteristic of the 
republican party—although the first 
platform of that party embodied that 
immortal document. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s secretary declares 
that the great truth around which the 
Declaration of Independence is writ- 
ten is “an impossible dogmg,” a mere 
“rhetorical phrase,” and there can be 
no doubt that in thus characterizing 
the great charter of the people’s lib- 
erties, he is in complete sympathy 
with his master and with the rest of 
the republicans who control the des- 
tinies of the part} and keep the 
great mass of voters fooled by means 
of a few cheap platitudes. 

It is high time that the people of 
all parties should arouse themselves 
to the seriousness of the assaults 
that the republican leaders are mak- 
ing on the principles that are the 
sole basis of the people’s liberties. 
They will have an opportunity this 
year to chose between imperialism 
at home and the rights of self-zov- 
ernment guaranted by the Declara 
tion of Independence. The issues of 
the campaign to be fought out this 
year are far mere important, far 
more serious, than appears on the 
surface. We can depend on the good 
Sense of the American people to 
settle the Philippine question when 
the time is ripe for settlement, but 
we are not so sure that they can be 
brought to see the dangers that con- 
front them at home for their experi- 
ence in the past gives them a sense 
of security that is not without its 
dangers, especially when the real is- 
sue is to be concealed by renewing 
the platform pledges that are still] 
unfulfilled,

The Next Confederate Reunion. 


Most encouraging reports are be- 
ing received concerning the progress 
made by the general committee hav- 
ing in charge the forthcoming an- 
nual reunion of the — vet- 
erans in Nashville. 

The sum of $15,000 has been prac- 
tically raised by the generous peo- 
ple of Nashville to look after the 
physical comfort of the old soldiers 
while in Tennessee’s capital city, 
and the reunion promises to be one 
of the most enjoyable—to the vet- 
erans—ever held in the south. 

Our Nashville correspondent lends 
strong reason for the belief that this 
reunion’ will be peculiarly enjoyable 
to the heroes who wore the gray 
when he states that the local man- 
agement of the reunion propose to 
curtail the number of sponsors and 
maids of honor gracing the occasion. 
In time past the complaint seems 
to be that the fair sponsors and their 
entourage have rather monopolized 
the limelight and points of vantage, 
leaving the gallant old boys of the 
sixties to take a back seat. The gal- 
lantry of the confederate veteran to- 
ward woman is as proverbial as his 
fighting qualities, and he has delight- 
ed to show the daughters the hom- 
age due to beauty and all the femi- 
nine virtues—excellencies distin- 
guished in the southern fair sex—but, 
at the same time, he goes to the re- 
union for the good comradeship and 
memory-reviving joys of the occasion, 
and not to attend a big interstate so- 
cial function with a patriotic back- 
ground. 

No one—not even the ladies—will 
be disposed to blame the old veteran 
for wanting to immerse himself in 
\the ‘hallowed atmosphere of camp 
and field, free from the dress pa 
rade feeling that inevitably attends 
the association of the sexes, or be- 
cause he may be a bit sensitive that 
he is not the social ornament he 
once was and, therefore, relegated to 
the outskirts of the glittering throng. 

Nashville noticed that when the 
confederate reunion was held in that 
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city in 1897 the sponsors and their 
companions almost crowded out the 
veterans, and that many of the old 
heroes resented being thrown in the 
shadow to such an extent that they 
returned to their homes the second 
day of the reunion. To prevent the 
recurrence of anything of the kind, 
Nashville now proposes to see that 
the veterans are kept at the head of 
the programme. 

Nobody will object to this, we are 
sure. The annual reunions should be 
made as pleasurable as possible to 
the old soldiers, now so near the 
eternal mustering out, and if the 
sponsor feature has been somewhat 
overdone in the past, the mistake 
should be corrected in the interest of 
the pleasure and reminiscent socia- 
bility of the men who wore the 
gray.

More Poultry in the South. 

From The Jacksonville Times-Unior 
we learn that in Volusia ‘county, 
Florida, there were last year 41,802 
chickens, 989 turkeys, 522 ducks and 
351 geese, and the number of eggs pro- 
duced was 389,190 dozen, valued at 
$60,614. One ranch of 1,000 hens pro- 
duced 10,000 dozen eggs, all of which 
were sold under contract at 30 cents 
a dozen the year round. One man in 
Hillsboro county shipped during Feb- 
ruary 4,020 dozen eggs, which netted 
him $987.55. Still, The Times-Union 
points out, thousands of dozens of 
eggs are shipped into Florida every 
month. 

The Constitution has before called 
attention to the fact that the south, 
and Georgia in particular, is losing its 
opportunity to profit immensely by the 
small things, so considered, that can 
be raised with peculiar advantage 
upon our farms. One of our corre- 
spondents, writing from Wisconsin, re- 
cently, reminded Georgians of their 
neglect of their full opportunities of 
farm diversification when he said that 
butter had made the Wisconsin farm- 
ers rich enough to spend more than 
nine times as much for the support of 
their state university as Georgia ex- 
pends upon the excellent university at 
Athens. 

We might take state after state 'n 
other parts of the union and show how 
they are exploiting with great success 
things comparatively neglected in the 
south, and things which, because of 
climate and proximity to market, the 
south is infinitely better adapted to 
produce. Take Kansas and Iowa, for 
example, in the items of eges and 
Shipping poultry. The farmers of 
those states make more money from 
their barnyard fowls than the farmers 
of Georgia make from their cotton 
crop, and they do not allow this to in- 
terfere with their cereal crops, stock 
raising, or other farm pursits. True, 
they raise poultry Sgientifically, with 
incubators and brooders, but the work 
is largely done by the women and 
young folk, who are at no loss for 
“pin money” as the reward of their 
skill and industry. 

Georgia could be a great ege and 
poultry shipping state, but she is not. 
Instead, we import the bulk of our 
eggs from the cold storage dealers or 
other states, and most of the poultry 
offered for sale in the Atlanta market 
comes from Tennessee and North 
Carolina. And this only with refer- 
ence to home consumption. Not only 
should Georgia farmers raise all the 
eggs and poultry consumed in the 
stafe, but the state affords unusual ad- 
vantages for the raising of poultry for 
an immense outside shipping trade. 
We are much nearer tothe great 
northern markets than Kansas and 
Iowa, afd our hens will lay in months 
when egg production is exceedingly 
light and uncertain in northern lati- 
tudes—that is, they will lay if they 
are coaxed to lay by practical methods 
of poultry culture. They will not lay 
if they are allowed to “just grow” on 
the usual indifferent farm plan. 

Milliorés of dollars are being lost to 
the state of Georgia every year on 
account of the neglect of opportuni- 
ties of the kind and too much depend- 
ence upon corn and cotton alone. This 
is an age of long distance exchange of 
commodities, and no farmer who lives 
within easy driving distance of a rail- 
road station is dependent upon an 
unprofitable local market. Every 
farmer in Georgia who has the ship- 
ping facilities should be a commercial 
poultryman for one thing, and there 
are a dozen other “side issues” he 
might develop to make his farm plant 
pay big dividends. 

It is only by the exploitation of her, 
full possibilities in the way of farm 
diversification that Georgia will be- 
come the rich and resourceful state 
that nature meant her to become. The 
opportunities are here. It is up to our 
farmers to make the most of them.

New York, April 20.—Testimony as to 
the sanity of the late Thomas F. . Lane, 
son in law of Senator Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, has been taken in Newark before 
a commissioner ‘to be used in the hearing 
on the appeal from the probate of Lane’s 
will befora the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Senator Blackburn 
opposes the probate of the will on the 
ground that his son in law was of un- 
sound mind. Iane killed himself in 
Washington in Octeber, 1900, and his 
widow died in July, 1902. Senator Black- 
burn is acting on behalf of his grand- 
daughter.

The governor was discussing yesterday 
those months of hard work he spent in 
the Cuban city and said: 

“Army life may be very fine, but I 
have had all of it I want unless I should 
be made a brigadier-general. But at the 
time the Spanish American war bé€gan 
my term of office as governor of Seuth 
Carolina had just expired and I entered 
the army. 

“Il was with the first United States 
troops to enter Havana, and was placed 
in command of all the troops in the city. 
| was besides being a military command- 
er, the mayor, the city council, the chief 
of police, the police judge, the sani 
department, and in fact, the whole city 
government. 

“We escorted the Spaniards out of the 
city and hoisted the American flag. 1 
still have a piece of the halyard that 
Ciew up the flag. Well, those Spaniards 
left about as dirty a city as 1 ever care 
te see and left it for us te clean up and 
get into something like decent shape. 

“T have never seen more:filth than there 
was in those streets of Havana. They 
literally reeked with foul] stuff of ail 
sorts, and the natives had about as lit- 


tle regard for sanitation and the rules of 
pigs. |

“We set to work, however. 
hundreds of reconcentradoes in the city,

and clean the streets. Al] the prisoners 
in the praesidio and other prisons in the 
city were also put to work. 1 would hold 
ceurt, fine some rowdies for disorderly 
ecnduct and then set them to work re- 
moving the dirt from the public thor- 
oughfares of Havana. 

“We dug and repaired sewers too, and 
by the way, the sewérage system of Ha- 
vana at that time was a wonder. The 
s€wers were mere ditches, and the open- 
ings into them were simply funnels, 
through which filth was dumped. There 
was no such a thing as a trap, and the 
funnels just stood there giving off sewer 
gas. This had to be attended to. 

‘“T remained in Havana about six 
months, and by the time I left the city 
had been gotten into pretty good san- 
But it had taken hard 
and even after the work had been 
done it was almost necessary ‘to use shot- 
guns to keep the lower class of Cubans 
from making the place just as bad as it 
was before the cleaning process com- 
menced. 

“As a mattter of fact the only class of 
people in Havana worth a continental 
are the Spaniards. The Cubans, 50 
called, are a mixed, heterogeneous lot, of 
no particular nationality and a sort of 
blending of many. I haven't visited Ha. 
vana since IT left there in an official ca- 
racity, but then you could go to a public 
oall and find Cubans, negroes, Chinamen 
and all sorts and colors of people dancing 
tcgether in perfect socla] equality. 

“When I looked at this and at the 
dirty streets of Havana I thought to my- 
self what asses those people at the north 
are who believe in the social equality of 
the negro. Suppose they had their way. 
lt weuldn% be long before we would be 
such a people as the Cubans. 

“But there is no reason why Havana 
should not be one of the cleanest, pret- 
tiest cities In the world. It Is beautifully 
situated on the bay, the city being on a 
promontory, completely land locked. This 
promontory is high in the center, and 
slopes toward the edges, giving an ideal 
Crainage into the bay. It is all nonsense 
to talk of the waters of the bay becoming 
foul. Sea water is one of the greatest 
disinfectants nature has provided, be- 
cause of the amount of chlorine present 
in it. 

“Indeed, not only Havana but the whole 
of Cuba is beautiful. It is not like Flor- 
jda, flat and covered with scrubby pal- 
metto. The landscapes are filled with 
rolling hills and beautiful mountains, all 
green and covered with Bermuda grass 
and tropical flowers. The country, away

‘The island is rapidly being bought up 
by citizens of this country, and when 
these property owners do have possession 
of the greater part of the soil, which is 
only a matter of time, they will demand 
annexation, and Cuba will beceme a part, 
and a very beautiful, valuable part of¢ 
the United States.

Japanese Names. 
(From Notes and Queries.) 

It has been suggested to me that many 
readers of Notes and Queries might be 
glad of a few hints as to the pronuncela- 
tion of those Japanese places and per- 
sonal names now so prominently figuring 
in our magazines and papers. There !s 
little difficulty In prenouncing Japanese 
correctly, since the vowels are all sound- 
ed as in Italian, and the consonants as 
in English. It is worthy of remark, how- 
ever, that although theoretically eh 
shaquld be sounded as in English, some of 
the best Japanese speakers reduce i{t to 
simple s. Hence we get Sikoku for the 
Isiand of Shikoku, and Tsusssima for the 
Island of Tsushima. The reduction of ts 
to s ts, on the other hand, merely a 
blunder of our journalists, some of whom 
the other day degraded Tsushima {Into 
Susima, just as some maps degrade the 
Tsugaru Strait Into Sugaru. The stress 
generally falls umnon the penultimate: 
Himeji, Osaka, Hakodate, Nagasaki, Yo- 
kohama, Shimonoseki, Utsunomiya. There 
are exceptions, such as O’gawa, Kana- 
gawa, O’shima, Hiroshima, Matushima. 
Katsura, Komura, Satsuma. Most of 
these excentions have In their penultimate 
the vowels 1 and u, which are always 
short In Japanese, and in many wonts 
and names are omitted altogether collo- 
quially. The samurai, or Japanese army 
officer, Is nonularlv pronounced sam-ratl. 

There are two Japanese loan words In 
Fnelich which have been naturalized in 
their shorter form, minus the aflent wu. 
viz.: the familiar mousme (Jap, musume).

Democratic House Leader 
Criticises Action of At- 
torney General. 


Washington, April 20.—At a meeting to- 
day of the house judiciary committee 
Representative John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, the minority leader, charged 
that the attorney general had failed in 
his duty to conduct criminal prosecutions 
against those declared by the supreme 
court in the merger case to have violat- 
ed the anti-trust law and also had failed 
to invite legal proceedings against the 
anthracite coal carrying roads, although 
the attorney general had in his possession 
a report favorable to peer 

In a letter to the chaIrman of the com- 
mittee from which Mr. Williams read, 
the attorney general declared it would 
be incompatible with public interest to 
give the information to congress, but Mr. 
Williams declared that it was the duty 
of congress to impeach an officer of the 
government chronically falling to ob- 
serve his oath In the execution of the 
law.

Through the failure of all three of the 
republican members to attend the meet- 
ing of the house committee on judictary 
today, favorable reports were authorized 
on two resoluffons introduced by Mr. WiI- 
ams, the minority floor leader, calling 
for information from the attorney gener- 
al. Chairman Jenkins endeavored to pre- 
vent action on the resolutions, but a vote 
was forced. The six democratic mem- 
bers of the committee were present, and 
in order fo follow the action of his com- 
mittee, the chairman voted with thém.

Time Taken Up in Discus- 
sing Naval Appropriation 
Bill. 


Washington, April 20.—The session of 
the house today was devoid of special 
interest. After an extended debate the 
naval appropriation bil] was sent back 
to conference, the only disputed senate 
amendment accepted bemg that providing 
for the construction in navy yards of two 
colliers. 

The senate amendment fer the selection 
for a site for a naval training station 
on the great lakes, which was adopted 
after amendment, evoked criticism from 


Mr. Rixey, of Virginia, who characterized 


as ridiculous the proposition to establish 
a naval training station wn the great 
lakes in view of the treaty with Great 
Britain specifically prohibiting the em- 
ployment of warships on tsecee lakes. 

A motion by Mr. Meyer, of Louisiana, 
to accept the senate amendment provid- 
ing for the construction of two collters 
in government yards afforded Mr. Bell, 
‘of California, an opportunity to speak 
in behalf of government ship yards, which 
he believes should be strengthened and 
built up so that the government would 
not be robbed or held up by any ship- 
building trust or combination. He said 
that the navy yards were capable of 
turning out as good ships as the private 
vards and at a great saving to the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Foss, in reply, read a letter from 
the secretary of the navy, in which the 
statement was made that an additional 
expenditure of $175,000 would be required 
in preparing any navy yard to do the 
work. _ 

This statement was criticised by Mr. 
Rixey, of Virginia, who Insisted Mat con- 
gress had appropriated sufficient money, 
and that the vards ought to be ready to 
build the colliers. The senate amend- 
ment was accepted. 

Another conference was authorized on 
the items still in dispute.

Slaves — When “Old Marster’’

the funeral of Richard Bullock Seawell, 
who was Raleigh's oldest native-born 
resident, there was an unusual sight.

House Committee Acts on Panama 


Government Bills. 


Washington, April 20.—The house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce today took up all pending bills for 
the government of the Panama canal 
zone and disposed of the question by 
striking out of the senate bill all after 
the enacting clause and inserting with 
a few slight changes the second section 
of the act of 1803, of which Thomas 
Jefferson was the author, for the govern 
ment of the territory acquired by the 
“Louisiana purchase.” 

As authorized to be reported to the 
house, the biil provides as follows: 

That until the expiration of the fifty- 
eighth congress, unless provision for the 
temporary government of the territory 
acquired by the United States from the 
republic of Panama by the terms of 
treaty ratified on the 26th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1904, be sooner made by congress, 
all the military, cfvil and judicial powers 
exercised by the officers of the existing 
government of the said territory, or 
granted by the terms of said treaty to 
the United States, shall be vested in such 
person or persons and shall be exer- 
cised in such manner as the president of 
the United States shall direct for the 
government of said territory and for the 
maintaining and protecting the inhab- 
itants thereof in the free enjoyment of 
their liberty, property and religion.

UMPIRES ARE INSTRUCTED. 


President Kavanaugh Issues Instruc- 
tions to the Umpires of the 
Southern League. 
President Kavanaugh has issued the 
following instructions té.the umpires of 

the Southern League: 

“Little Rock, Ark., April 18, 1904.—To 
the Umpires of the Southern Association 
of Baseball Clubs, Gentlemen: I have 
appointed a staff of umpires, which, I 
am satisfied, is thoroughly competent to 
perform the duties for which they have 
been engaged, and at the outset I desire 
to assure the umpires that they will have 
the support of the president in enforcing 
the rules and preserving the discipline 
upon the ball field. The umpire is the 
master of the game, and, as such, must, 
of course, demean himself in a proper 
manner. He must be quiet, calm and 
yet firm in enforcing his orders, and 
prompt in rendering his decisions. He 
must conduct himgelf in such a manner 
as to command the respect which his po- 
sition demands. The rules give the um- 
pire the necessary authority to prevent 
wrangling, and I ehall insist that each 
a must exercise this authority at 
all times. 

“Additions have been made to the play- 
ing rules which, it is the hope o®those 
who have framed them, will add to the !n- 
terest of the game and assist in preserv- 
ing the proper discipline among the play- 
ers. I-expect the umpires to use good 
discretion and soung judgment itn inter- 
pretating these rules, and in enforcing 
them. It is not my desire to enter into 
any extended construction of the rules, 
but I desire to say to the umpires that I 
will adopt, for the present, at least, the 
construction of the rules as placed upon 
them by C. H. Pulliam, president of the 
National League. It would be wéll for 
each umpire to get a copy of these in- 
structions and place them in his guide, 
so that he can have them ready for ref- 
erence at any time. 

“If an umpire sees fit to remove a 
player from the game or grounds, or to 
fine him for unbecoming conduct, I desire 
that reports be made tn these matters to 
me at once, together with the reasons 
for the actions taken. 

“I will be glad to hear from the um- 
pires at any time upon any subject, and 
I will give prompt replies and assist them 
in any way I can to make their calling 
a success. As! stated before, I want the 
umpires to understand that they are mas- 
ters of the field and want them to make 
immediate reports to me of any distur- 
bance whenever it shall occur. Respect-

Sewaneé Management Of- 
fers To Meet Tech in 
Sewanee, 


From Sewanee, on the mountain top, 
comes an answer to the story printed 
in The Constitution last Sunday, to the 
effect that Sewanee 
play a game with the Tech, and had 
practically refused to do so. 

The Sewanee manager offers to play 
Tech a game'in Sewanee on November 
5, giving as an inducement the sum of 
.90 per cent of the entire gate receipts. 

Weeks and months ago the Tech man- 
agement began to make arrangements 
for games and weeks and months ago, 
in fact, Tech arranged a game with 
Clemson to be played in Atlanta on No- 
vember 5. This fact was published in 
The Constitution, immediately after it 
had been announced, and so far the 
Tech management has not announced 
any change in the original date for this 
game. 

Therefore, if this game is still to be 
played in Atlanta on that date it will 
be tmpossible for the Tech to play Clem- 
son in Atlanta and Sewanee in Sewanee 
on the same day. 

In the article appearing in The Sun- 
day Constitution, which brought forth 
this reply from the Sewanee manage- 
ment, it was stated that Georgia had 
played Sewanee a game in Atlanta in 
1902, and that to obtain this game the 
Georgia management had guaranteed 
Sewanee something like $225 to make 
the trip. This statement was made 
frequently at the University of Georgia 
in the yéar in which the game was play- 
ed and was never denied. The Sewanee 
manager answers by quoting the con- 
ditions under which the games were 
played in the years |/889 and 1900.

NO AMENDMENTS 
CARRIED THRO’ 


Daughters of Revolution Re- 
ceived by President Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


Washington, April 20.—Three amend- 
ments to the constitution were proposed 
and defeated at today’s session of the 
congress of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revalution. 

The first, offered by Virginia 8S. Hodge, 
state regent of Ohio, was to authorize the 
various chapters to organize on such a 
basis of representation to the state or- 
ganizations as the chapters may deter- 
mine. 

Beatrice Larned Whitney, of Michigan, 
proposed that local chapters send to the 
national society 75 cents of the annual per 
capita tax and retain one-half of the life 
membership fees paid to them. 

The final amendment to be lost after 
a parliamentary battle was offered by 
Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, of Illinois, vice 
president general, providing that no 
amendment to the constitution or by- 
laws should be acted on by the same 
congress in which it is proposed. Mrs. 
Forsythe, of New York, made a motion 
seeking to prevent the frequency of con- 
Stitutional amendments, but her motion 
was tabled. 

Miss Virginia Miller, of this city, acting 
on an appeal submitted by Miss Eugenia 
Blair Lee, also of Washington, moved to 
create a committee to appeal to congress 
against the preposed condemnation of 
squares in this city adjacent to Lafayette 
square for executive buildings and declar- 
ing against the destruction of historic 
structures in that area. The motion was 
carried. 

The Daughters were received by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt this afternoon.

POLYGAMY LAW OF GOD 


SAYS BRIGHAM ROBERTS 


Taking of Testimony Resumed 
in Smoot Case Before Sen- 
ale Committee, 


MANY QUESTIONS ASKED 
AS TO POWER OF CHURCH 


Roberts Interrogaféd as to His 
Own aFmily Relations — iFrst 
and Secend Wives Did Not 
Know of His Third 
Marriage. 


Washington, April 20.—What may be 
termed the second round of the Reed 
Smoot contest opened today before the 
senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. 

It was announced that several wit- 
nessés would be heard before the adjourn- 
ment of congress and it is practically 
certain that the committee will then ad- 
journ to convene in Salt Lake, Utah, on 
July 18. At that time will be examined 
witnesses who were unable to come to 
Washington and others who could not be 
reached with summons to come here. 

The hearing opened without formality 
of any character. Brigham H. Roberts 
was calle@ to the stand by Mr. Taylor. He 
was questidhed to bring out a statement 
of his office? Gonnection with the church. 
Mr. Robdertg said he was elected to the 
position of one of the first seven presi- 
dents in 1888, ana entered politics about 
1889. His interest was manifested in mak- 
ing speeches, but he was not a candidate 
for office until 18694. He then was elect- 
ed as a member of the constitutinoal con- 
venation and that he had accordingly con- 
sented not to urge his candidacy. He was 
nominated during his absence and was in- 
formed that the order had been rescinded. 
He said that Joseph F. Smith was the 
member of the first presidency, who said 
the ruling had been modified. 

He explained fully certatn criticisms 
which had been Made of an alleged influ- 
ence which the first presidency and apos- 
tles had brought to bear against the as- 
pirations of himself and Moses Thatcher, 
because their attitude was in harmony 
wifh the democratic convention, which 
adopted a declaration of principles against 
the churad influence. 

Mr. Roberts said he protested and later 
the church took up his protests. Mr. 
Roberts was defeated the first time he 
ran for congress. He thought the last 
child was born three or four years ago. 

Roberts Tells of Wives. 

In response to questions of Mr. Tayler, 

r. Roberts said his first plural marriage 
was performed by D. H. Wells, counsel 
to the apostles, and he thought the cer- 
emony was performed at the home of Mr. 
Wells. ; 

Senator Overman inquired of Mr. Rob- 
erts whether his first wife and his seo- 
ond wife had consented to his third wife. 

“No gir,’’ said Mr. Roberts. Continu- 
ing, he said they did not learn of the 
marriage for three or four years. 

“Mow about that?’ asked Senator Bev- 
eridge. “Do yOu mean to say that the 
marriage was not known to any one.” 

“It was kiown to some of my friends, 
but not to iy wives,’’ was the answer. 

“Why was this marriage concealed 
from them?” asked Chairman Burrows, 

‘**‘Because I did not want to embarrass 
them,”’ 

“How embarrass them?’ 

“Well, we knew the marriage was ille- 
ga) and it might be embarrassing to them 
if they should for any reason be called 
on to testify.’® 

Mr. Roberts said his third wife was the 
divorced wife of Dr. Shipp, and in regard 
to. his courtship, he said he always had 
met her at the house of mutual friends 


and had never called on her at her home, 


He also said that she continued to live in 
her ‘home, Dut that he never had called 
on her there, until she removed to rooms 
on Main street, Salt Lake. Mr. Tayler 
asked Mr. Roberts if he knew that Mae- 
gie Shipp Roberts lived in a house where 
lived her divorced husband and two of 
his divorced wives. 

Mr. Roberts said he was not aware of 
that fact. 


Wells Knew of Wives. 

Senator Dubois agvked in regard to the 
secrecy of his marriage and declared that 
he, Dubois, believes Mr. Wells, who mar- 
ried him, represented the Mormon author- 
ities.

Chairman Burrows desired to know 
whether Mr. Wells knew the witness had 
a wife living when he married the third 
wife. = 

“He did,” said Mr. Roberts. “He mar- 
riled me to my second wife.” 

Mr. Pettus asked if the church ever 
had reprimanded him or the high official 
who performed the ceremony. Mr. Roberts 
said nothing had been said to him. 

Mr. Taylor asked Mr. Roberts why he 
thought it incumbent upon him to take 
plural wives. 

“From boyhood,” he replied, “I had 
been taught the rightfulness of plural 
marriages, and I believed this practice to 
be the law of God. [I knew that this prac- 
tice was Contrary to the mandates of con- 
gress, but believed that the law of God 
was the highest rule and I felt impelled 
to obey it.” 

Chairman Burrows asked a number of 
pointed questions, which brought the con- 
fession from Mr. Roberts that he still 
believes in and is practicing polygamy. He 
gaid he believes the Woodruff manifesto 
was divinely ingpired and that now in 
practicing polygamy he knows he is dls- 
Obeying both the laws of the land and 
the laws of God. Asked why he contin- 
ued to disobey the laws of God, if he be- 
lieved them to be the highest laws, with 
a resigned accent, he said: 

“Well, the manifesto left me in the 
midst of obiigations to these wives. I am 
trying to do The best I can to live within 
the laws, but these obligations I cannot 
shirk.’’ 

The committee adjourned until 2 p. m., 
with Mr. Roberts’ examination unfinished. 
Asked About Conviction. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Taylor 
asked concerning Mr, Roberts conviction 
in 1889 of the crime of polygamy. 

Senator Bailey objected to the line of 
inquiry in regard to Mr. Roberts’ con- 
viction and Mr, Roberts’ service in the 
penitentiary. He said he thought the 
admission of the witness that he had 
violated the laws was sufficient. Mr. 
Taylor said this was to determine wheth- 
er the authorities of the Mormon church 
had taken any action in respect to the 
witness living with more than one wife. 
Mr, Roberts said no action had ever been 
taken by the church. 

Questions were asked respecting Mr. 
Roberts views regarding the manifesto 
of 1890 against plural wives and living 
in polygamous cohabitation, and the wit- 
ness said he regarded the manifesto as 
an administration act of the church and 
of binding force upOn all members. He 
admitted that to disobey any of these 
laws would subject the member to lia- 
bility te church discipline. The witness 
Was asked then in regard to polygamous 
cohabitation, and said that he and many 
others who were living in polygamy at 
the time the rule was made against such 
echabitation and that they considered 
themselves under moral obligations to 
live with the wives they had married.

Chairman Burrows asked.

Senator Bailey asked the witness’ views 
of his obligations as a citizen and wheth- 
er there could be a religious obligation 
which would justify him in denying his 
services to his state to discharge duties 
which would devolve on him by the ac- 
ceptance of a political position. 

Mr. Roberts said the emergency might 
arise whereby an official should resign his 
political office if the will of his constitu- 
ents would not permit him to perform 
his duties in harmony with the church 
mandates. 

Senator Bailey called attention to the 
church rule which forbids an official to 
accept an office without the consent of 
the church unless he resigns his office 
in the church or is “reduced to the 
ranks,” 

“In the event of such a crisis,’’ said the 
witness, “I think one would have to re- 
ly on the individual’s patriotism.” 

“But patriotism and religion in such a 
case would be in conflict,’’ said Senator 
Balley. “At one time you defied the 
church, did you not?”

Resuming cross-examination and quot- 
ing from the record of the testimony of 
E. B. Critchlow, Mr. Vancott asked Mr. 
Mr. Roberts if he had ever 
stated to Mr. Critchlow that he had a 
vision of his dead ancestors which in- 
duced him to change his attitude toward 
the rule pertaining to permission to run 
for office.

“Then,” pursued Chairman Burrows, 
“any person who takes the endowment 
house obligation is under oath not to 
reveal its nature?’

“And Senator Smoot could not ‘reveal 
his oath of that character?’ 

The witness nodded his head in ac 
quiescence. 

Senator Bailey asked whether there 
was anything in the ceremony that 
abridged a man’s freedom in amy political 
or religious way. The witness said he 
thought not. 

Mr. Vancott started to question the 
witness in regard to the obligations. His 
questions indicated a purpose to show 
that the obligation taken. could interfere 
ir. no manner with rights of citizens 
when Senator Pettus interrupted: 

“Tr the witness cannot tell what this 
obligation is, I do not think he had tne 
right to construe for the committee and 
thus create ‘confusion in regard to it. 

After considerable discussion it was de- 
cided that the line of questioning pursued 
hy the defense was not in order, in view 
of the witness’ refusal to state the na- 
ture of the obligation. 

Edward E. Barthell, of Nashville, Tenn., 
identified certain b@oks and documents 
which had been sent to him by the Mor- 
mon propaganda at Chattanooga. He had 
requested thesé documents for the pur- 
pase of preparing a paper on Mormonism, 
which We was to read before a Nashville 
club. Before he le& the stand, he related 
conversations with George E. Fox, of the 
Mormon church, who called on him when 
the papers had been received. This meet- 
ing resulted in Fox being tnVited to at- 
tend the session of the club, and of his 
making an address. Chairman Burrows 
evinced considerable interest in the na- 
ture of this address and Mr. Barthell 
said: 

“Well, he told us miracles were easy;

them. If a man had one arm and want- 
ed another he could get it.’’ 

Attorney Worthington, for the defense,

Continuing his story, Mr. Bartbell said 
Mr. Fox also told about the order of 
the church concerning polygamy saying 
that polygamy is all right, but it has been 
discontinued.

St. Petersburg, April 20.—What may 
turn out to be the anticipated flanking 
movement of the Japanese troops is the 
appearance of a number of Japanese 
ehfps off Potinsa, near the gulf of Ching 
“Tai Tse, as reported to the emperor to- 
Gay by General Kuropatkin.

Though the Japanese are building en- 
trenchments on the Yalu it is believed 
they will advance soon. The arrange- 
ment for a turning movement are con- 
plete and experts say that such a move- 
ment could properly be given at Taku- 
ehan, as Feng Huan Cheng lies at the 
angle of an equilateral triangle with Ta- 
kuShan and the mouth of the Yalu at 
the angles “at the base of the triangle. 
The Japanese disembarkation undoubt- 
edly will be covered by a warship and 


the Russians recognize that it will be, 


impossible to prevent it. 
“We will strike after they land,” grim- 
ly said a member of the general staff. 
General Kuropatkin is aware of the 
strategic importance of the vicinity of 
Tekushan and it is ynderstood that he 
has arrangements accordingly.

New York, April 20—The volume «¢ 
business in stocks dropped off again to- 
day and the price movement became 
very uncertain and sluggish. The action 
of the market plainly indicated the op- 
eration of room traders of qa emall class 
and of timid convictions. The new di- 
rection to be taken by the contest for 
control of Northern Pacific is the sub- 
ject most Jargely discussed by speculators 
and the opinion is quite universal that 
this overhanging influence igs the cause 
ef the stagnation in the market. This 
feeling finds expression in London as 
well as here and diverts all interests 
from American securities. On the occa- 
sional upturns of the course of prices 
today, however, it was quite noticeable 
that the Pacifics were inclined to take 
the lead of the movement.

Washington, April 20.—The census bu- 
reau today issued the final detailed re- 
port on cotton ginning in the United 
States for the crop of 1903. It shows for 
the first time that the reclaiming of cot- 
ton by thrashing. unopened bolls, whose 
vitality has been destroyed by frosts or 
insects, effecting a saving of this infe- 
rior cotton this season in northern Texas, 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma, esti!- 
mated at 37,695 bales. Computed on the 
basis of three-fifths of the average price 
of striet middling the value added to 
the crop by cotton obtained from these 
uropened bolls is placed at $1,35!,737. 
Notwithstanding the destructive effects 
of the boll weevil and bool worm, and 
early frosts the Texas crop in_ 1903, 
shows a decrease of only 26,932 bales. 
Or a lfttle over ! per cent as compared 
with 1902. Careful inquiry regarding the 
bol] weevi] has developed the fact that 
this insect is now in 96 of the !78cotton 
producing counties of Texas, and desiroy- 
ed cotton of the crop of 1903 amounting 
to 739,360 bales, which {s the difference 
between an ample and a short crop for 
the country. Including the value of the 
seed, the lose is equivalent to $49,272,989. 
A conservative estimate of the loss re- 
sulting to Texas from the imperfact 
weather conditions which affected that 
ection in common with the other cotton 
states Is placed at 227,945 bales. The 
proportion of the Texas crop to the total 
crop increased from 23.5 per cent in 1902 
to 25.1 per cent in 19038.
